Itut ovon th'i waa a small alTair coui- 
pareil with what is relatt j in ancient 
lii.siiiry of iiersims being driver from 
tlieir liahilations, anil the iiihaliitanUs of 
an entire town being compelled to lice 
before myriads of boos. Aclianua, wiio 
llourialied about SOO A. D., gives an in- 
itaiiee of this in one of his sevonteon 
hooks on animals. Mungo Park, too, 
the African traveler, mentions a mod- 
em instance wliioh took place near 
Dooproo: "Wo had no sooner unloaded 
the asses than somo of the people, boing 
In search of honey, inopportunely dis- 
turbed a large swarm of bees. They 
caiiio out in immense numbers, and at- 
tacked men and beasts at the same 
time. I.uokilv, most of the assos were 
loo.se, and gaflopod up the valley; but 
Uie horses and jioople were very 
much and obliged to 

scamper off in all dirccUona. 
In fact, for half an hour tho bees 
seemed to have put an end to our Jour- 
ney. In the evening, when they be- 
came less troublesome and we conld 
VDHtuiv to coUeot our cattle, w« found 



many of tlieni much stung and swelled 
about the head. 'I'hr 'e asses were mis* 
ing; one died .n llic even iig, and nnolh- 
cr next morning. Our gii'do lo.st his 
horse, and many of the people were, 
nmeli alung about the hcnd and face." 

The (ierccness and iinrcl 'iiling cruelty 
of llic aiic I lit A-syrian-, anil Iho ter- 
ror with which their swarming inulti- 
liiih's lilled the iiihab tants of Uip liiniU 
llicy invad 'il, have caus id them to Iw 
Lio nel! to bocs in ll-.eir iiiiicli-ilicadeil 
illaciis oil such a.i have aron eil tiieir 
linger', "And it tinill cometo p.u^s in that 
day )hat Uio Lord shall hisH for tlui liy 
tlintU iri thenlturniost part of tlic rivers 
of Kgyjil. and for the lici' lliat is in the 
land of Assyria. .And llicy slmll come, 
and sliiilh rest nil of tliein in tliu de.so 
late vnll !ya, and >n Iho holus of the 
rocks, and upon all thorns, and iiiioii 
all bn lies. ' The "h as" was s mp'y a 
call, in allnalon to tliu note of the ipieen 
hoe, as she Issues her royal mandate to 
her orar loyul aulijouta to proparo foi 
action. It liai also lieon supimaod to 
allttilo tOkOilStOlu prevailing in very 
anolant timeam conneeiiim with the 
boo oultnre, or honey-raising in the 
neighborhood of rivers. during Ihc 
dry seawn, a nninbcr of hives would be 
Iilaecd on a flat^b<Jttomed boat, in the 
charge of nn ntt' iidant. Very early in 
the morning the boat w.inid \n"^\n the 
day's voyage, gi nlly gl d'ng down 
the river, the bees sallying forth 
wiUi the sun to collect tlioir golden 
atorcs and deposit them in tlioir several 
hives, wli ell they eommonly know by 
some iiiai k.

The plowing should be done soon as the 
croii is harvested, and if so done tho 
back-furrows may be left throe or four 
days before cultivating, when it should 
be tlioi'oughly cultivated down, tho 
ro its raked oil' and replaced with fine 
nianiire. Cultivation should oontinuo 
at intervals, and tho runners bo allowed 
to take root as in spring planting. 

If renewal or renovation of tho plat 
has been negleoted until autumn it is 
Isitter to mow and rake off tho plants 
and weeds before jilowing, then plow 
shallow and make the back-furrows nar- 
row, leaving the rows not more than 
tlireu or four foot apart and more plants 
in tiie row, as the clianoes are that thoy 
will not have time, after this date, to 
spread enough for a reiiiiincrative crop, 
if the rows are left Ilie uiiial di.-.t;ineo 
apart.

In Knglanil at the present titno, ine;iil, 
liko many other old and excellent do- 
niostio compounds, has passed almost 
cnUrely out of use.

Here and there 
ill a (armlioii.su wlicre old customs lin- 
ger, it may still be had; and it Is still 
used for colils and other complalnta, 
both in tho case of men and cattle. 

The revival of bee-keeping and tho 
conduct of the enterprise on sciontilio 
priiieiplo.a, will restore honey to its 
wonted place in the domestic economy; 
and if carefully studied and tliridily 
manitged. tho cultivation of bees and 
tho product o( honey may bo miule to 
form not only an iiii|>ortant article of 
food and a considerable item of tlomes- 
tic revenue, but an ample source of 



raspberries. Follow with a' good coat 
of well-rotted manure and shallow cul- 
tivation, often as necessary to keep tho 
ground clear from weedf and the sur- 
face meUow, 

Strong growers like Crescent and 
James Vick will sot plants so thickly as 
to choke each other and should bo kept 
thinned. At the setting in of winter 
mulch with cut stalk.s, straw or coarse 
manure. Either straw or out stalks, if 
not too thickly applied, need not bo ro. 
moved in spring. Mulch is indispensa- 
ble to prevent neaving or freezing out 
CBpcc'ally if tho plants have a light 
e;rqwih. It helps to keep down weeds 
in spring, may retard the blossoming 
until aftei daiiiaging frosts and servos 
to kee;i the. fruit c^an. The latter is 
an itn|i irtaul item with Tarietles that 
fruit near the ground, like the Shairp. 
less. Unlike most other plants, Uie 
strawberry is not easily smoUiered by 
wintoi- covering.

Many restraints iire inijios- d onliini- 
Self by the curcfully conscientious 
Christian Our Lord poiiitetl lo oae 
of these when He s.iid: "Ju(l;,'e not 
that ye 1)0 not judged." It is a warn- 
ing that wo will get back as' good as 
Wu send if wo flourish the la.sh of crit- 
icism too vigorously ; hut it is much 
more. A profound philosojihy under- 
lies all our Master's injunctions, nnd 
intfahicaao a practically simple rule 
rests on the deepest foundations. A 
world m which men never restrain 
thoir judgments— made up ol men who 
render quick verdlota on all the Items 
in the ohseiTed conduct of each other 
—is a morally impossihlc woiM. The 
victims will rutaiiiitc, aud a scene of 
disorder will Issuo from the war of 
jud^jments. W« arc compelled to re- 
st rain our jinlginij hy lliat l;uv of ro- 
taliutinii wliicu wc riMil into u doctrine 
of self-detcii.se. If one hurls the stone 
of condemnation, the man who is hit 
will hurl it back; and pruscntly tlie air 
will be full of stones, and peace will 
become iiiipoaslhlc. How fur a man 
turrendurs to society what Iwlougs to 
him, in order that society may protect 
tho rest of iila rights and possessions, 
may bo discussed forever withunl u 
settlement. 

The phil').so|)licrs of the "social com- 
p^ot" have unilertakeu an impossible 
ta.sk, for no man can liiid any basis (or 
giviu"; a part (liiat one may keep the 
lesl) which is difl'erent from the eoni- 
proiiiise hu might niaki' withaliigli- 
wuy robber. 'Icj tliis robber he might 
say: "lake my waleh and let me keep 
my clothes." To society lio might siiy: 
"'i'ake niy money and leave mo my 
liberty;" or "Take as much of my 
properly as you like iind leave me the 
rest;" bnt there is no ethical b.isis for 
Buch a compromise. Our Lord reveals 
a solid moral foundation for aolf-iin- 
jio-scd sacrillce of so-called riglits ami 
privileijcs; :iiid this basis is the simple 
necessity of self-restraint as a condition 
of wull-beiii;:. 

If we juilgo harshly wo shall be 
harshly judged. A soc iety conducted 
ou the principle of unliiiiitcd judgment 
and spuuck would be intolerable. Free- 
dom in such a world would have no 
value. Liberty begins lo bo precious 
only when we restrain ourselves of it. 
I'artinj' with it In self-rcstrairit, we 
keep all of it which is valuable in pro- 
tection of our rea.sonabIe and prai'lii a- 
bte claims to freedom: but the siiujile 
rule rellcc(s n higher (ruth out 
of its eloquent face, for the re- 
strained jiidgniciit would not b.' 
ri;,'bleously re^lraincil by the M;istcr's 
rule if it were not noecssarily uii im- 
rigliteona judgment; and It is unrigiiu 
eons for at least three reasons: 1. It 
is not, iinil cun not be, •ertaiuly true 
mill soiiiuL As the judgment of ag 
iniperfcel intellect it must bu lialile to 
defects, i. It can not bo certainly and 
entirely free from the bias of wrong 
feeling. Few men of line conscicnliona- 
lies,< will t^l.^t tliemsi lvc> in ;ill jiidg- 
men(Ji upon all men. In some case 
the feelings of the he.st man will wai |i 
hi* verdicts lo injustice. 3. In a great 
niullitiide of ciusi'N we have no right to 
a judgment. The man is anothei 
man's servant, and it U not our buai- 
neas. God will judge that nintlcr, and 
Wo blaspheme whan wu decide It in ad- 
vance of the day of judgment These 
dofoots of judgiucnt and misapplica- 
tions and impudences of judgment re- 
veal a highest reason for self-restraint. 
We do not know: wo may possibly be 

Srejudlced; It is the Lord's busines.s. 
o pass any and evory Inisty judgment 
— and to do it a.s an exercise of liberty 
—would be to e.invcrt lib rty into a 
cloak for uurighteousiie!i.s. niid there 
-oan not bo any right lo such liberty. 

In suhstanee, then, the surrendered 
rights never exisled. No man yields 
up to .society :iny thing which belongs 
to liini. It was never his right to con- 
demn .without evidence, and to gratify 
his piussion by a vindictive judgment. 
All the judgments from which lie is 
re-strained may fall under one or the 
other head, if, indeed, soiuo of tliciu 
are not attempts to exercise tho oflloc 
of tho judge of oil men; but Is the 
motive, that ye lie not judged, a high 
one? Yes; hut high and low are terms 
relative to one's moral nature. Tlic 
man who soos no dignity, cluvntiou. 
moral sublimity, in a rule which, so to 
say, pivots the world on sclf-inlcrcst. 
Is jirobably incapable of high and holy 
self-judgment and self-restiainL For 
our part, we confess that there ia an 
Inspiring power in the tliou^jht that 
Jesus appeals lo the sensitive moral 
nature on this side of it* self-interest, 
and teaches the iiidividul man that the 
order and jieace of the world depend 
on bis self-restraint. It burdens each 
man with the weight of the world. 
Each becomes responsible for the din 
and cliush of a world of warring juiig- 
ments. 

is not this the very simp'.icltv of the 
teaching ol Christ— the very diincnlty 
withal which stumbles the sinful world r 
He surely goes Into the ind!vi<)im1 soul 
to accomplish the reilcm|>tion of the 
world. Ue saves men only ns He 
saves a man; and this man He siivi s 
after the man hns come to n sense of 
personal need of salvadon. Always 
must our Lord bu rend and understood 
as dealing with tlie l)e.<t interests and 
deepest needs of individual souls. He 
appeals to self tliat He may abolish 
the sellisli life. He saves the self that 
the saved self may live unto Him wlio 
died for him. No, that can not be 
really a low motive which lifts a man 
to self-snrrcndor in tho very intcrost oi 
self-preaervntion. The fact that It 
lifts, that the man risen by it. Is the 
Ktillicii nt proof that tho motive is high, 
II is in truth no moan motive, butjhe 
lilgliest in our human horizon, wUoh 
prompts na'to obey the law of that 
aelf-rcsfraint which impoaos silence on 
our clamorous Judgmonta againat our 
fellow-men.— « w. OMsmm 
tatc.

If lie with one dram 
ilies the veins, awakes the sleeping 
demon which calls for more brandy 
until you become intoxicated, bring 
yourself lower than a brute, and con- 
sequently lose your money by gamb- 
ling, or giit rcihlied in a drunken 
crowd ; ivlmt eni'iiiy eoulil do worse? 

Low company is the worst cause 
Of iotempertuce. The number of 
nicn who could be useful, but who 
are utterly worthless because of the 
company they keep, can not he eount- 
od. Meu of good hirlh and ednca- 
liou have thrown themselves away, 
by being in eonipaiiy with men of 
immoral habits, who will lead them 
Into saloons, and they In turn will 
visit saloons to find sucli eonipany.

There are men who earn 
their dativ bread bf the sweat of the 
brow, and who have loved ones de- 
Iieiidiug on (hem for support, that 
will throw away iheir hard-earned 
money for a few (Irains of the [loison- 
ous fluid. Why is Ihia? It is the 
natural love lor liquor, and they eaii 
not resist the temptation to drink. 
Lack of courage again. Man is weak, 
lie must be encouraged in every un- 
dertaking and wilhheld from eveiy 
templaliou. There is a lime wheii 
all his better feelings seem dead, ami 
nothing but the brutality of his na- 
ture is left to mock his race. This is 
when be is under the influence of 
that baneful drug— whisky. It love 
and friendship fail to remove that 
fatal cup, there must be something 
atrouger. Something that will guard 
him agalnit the dictates of his mean- 
er nature, and cuide him in the path 
which the pnre and noble tread. If 
the prayers of tho wife, molhcr and 
sisters are of no avail, what can save 
him from a drunkard's grave, but the 
Temperance pledge?

In a clinical lecture at the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons last 
evening Dr. Henry ,S. lieyiiolds called 
attention to Ihc peculiar case of acol- 
orcd boy in the city whose skin is grad- 
ually turning white. Suehiases an^ 
rare, the doctor said, but this ease 
was especially peculiar iu that, while 
the father and mother of the boy 
wore both negroes, the mother and 
six of the twelve children were also 
Hpolted. One of the reiiiainiug cliild- 
len had white' hair over a part of his 
Bcalp, while the other five were all 
black. The change in all the spotted 
iiieiiibeis of Ihe family began while 
they were still youug. The disease 
which causes this change was known 
■8 vitiligo, and was probable duo to 
an impaired function of the nerves 
that presided over the nutrition of 
Ihe part, which produced an imper- 
I'eet supply or distribution of the pig- 
ment or coloring matter of tho skin. 
The family are all otherwite healthy.
